CAPITAL FEARS TROUBLE. 


ae Allege Fraud, and 
Attempt to Defeat Adams 
May Result in Vio- 
lence.

Denver, Colo., Nov. 16.—{Special.}—Cole- | 


rado tonight is the center of a commercial 
and financial unrest that sends ite pulsations 
through every artery of the capital, Denver, 
to Wall street, though the citizens and poll- 
ticlans assert the talk is all on the surface 
and means nothing. 

Anxiety in business and. official circles ts 
intensified by the uncertainty as to who will 


fill the governor’s chair. It is generally be-“ 


lieved that Alva Adams, elected on the face 
of the returns by 10,000 votes, will be seated, 
but the election contest started by the re- 
publicane in the interest of Gov. Peabody is 
developing surprises! Peabody gained 1,000 
votes today on the counting of county pre- 


cincts. 
Adams’ Stand for Law. 
Gov.-elect Adams! public statement that 
he will stand for law and order regardless of 
who is affected came in time to allay some 
local apprehension, but it is not altogether 


convincing to business men. It is regarded 


as too much of a statement in the abstract. 
There is still the fear that Adams, elected 
largely by the labor vote, will be subject 
to the influence of united labor, and this 
feeling admittedly is on the upward ten- 
dency. 

Both factions tonight aré trying to out- 
shout the other in the cry of election fraud. 
The result of the contest in this city will 
depend largely on the decision as to the 
legality of watchers appointed by the Su- 
preme court on the election commission. 


Both Parties Allege Fraud. 


The points have been hotly argued today 


and the decision is in doubt. Both parties 
have hundreds of affidavits attesting illegal 
voting. The republicans are said to control 
the Supreme court on the election contest, 
and through that body, if it is decided to 
have jurisdiction, the canvassinz board. The 
canvassing board jn Denver, until a decision 
is reached, ig idle, and this creates much dis- 
satisfaction. 

Meanwhile the democrats are collecting |" 
affidavits of fraud and preparing to submit 
them to a special grand jury of the West Den- 
ver court, which they control. Adams and 


Story of Franchise Deal. 


There is a story that Gov. Peabody's in- 


‘Sistence on a contest of the election is due 
to a desire of his right hand man, William 
G. Bvans, president of the Denver City: 
Tramway company, to secure the valuable 
franchise of hauling coal through Denver 
for a long term of years, but Peabody and 
Evans say there is nothing in the story. 

Business interests are awaiting the out- 
come with anxiety. On the one hand is the 
fear that an attempt to keep Gov. Peabody 
in office will result in violence and the situa- 
tion is openly compared to that in Kentucky 
that resulted in a governor’s assassination. 

On the other is the uncertainty as to the 
administrative policy of Gov.-elect Adams, 
whose election, it is conceded, was due to 
efforts of organized labor in opposition to 
Gov. Peabody for his policy during the trou- 
bles with mining unions. 


Capital Fears Upheaval. 

Capital fears an upheaval in either case, 
though every effort has been made here to 
reassure investors. Real estate is scarcely 
moving, and other interests are suffering. 
The anxiety of eastern men who have mil- 
lions Invested in mines hnd other interests is 
shown by their sending agents here to secure 
comprehensive reports of local conditions. 
One of these agents sald today: 

“This talk of unseating Adams is dis- 
quieting. Unquestionably property interests 
would be safer under Gov. Peabody, but op- 
position to him is so pronounced by a law- 
less element that to raise the issue might re- 
sult in anarchy. 


Claim Returns Guessed At. 

“No doubt fraudulent votes were cast for 
Adams. In one instance, I understand, a 
ballot box was not even opened. The re- 
turns were guessed at and written up to suit 


the judges. Democrats admit fraude were 


committed in Denver, but élaim that they 
were offset by illegal republican ballots cast 
in other parts of the state. 

Adams, though he has served two pre- 
vious terms as governor, is an unknown 
quantity this time. It was thought before 
his election that his success would be a de- 
teat for the law and order policy of the re- 
publicans, and this opinion has not altered 
to any considerable degree. Adams will be 
compelled by his oath of office to see that 
laws are enfofced in the event of labor dis- 
turbances, but his policy is more l{kely to be 
passive than an aggressive defense of the 
law. It is rational to suppose that he will 
be dominated by the labor interests.” 


Adams Defines Attitude. 

Gov.-elect Adams said tonight that he had 
nothing to add to the statement given out 
by him at Pueblo yesterday outlining his 
policy. 

It is all foolighpess to think that I would 
take sides with labor against capital,“ said 
he. “As governor of the state I am bound 
by my Oath to see that all interests are pro- 
tected. The interests of labor and capital 
are idontical and it is my hope that I may 
be able to bring them closer together. It 
is my duty to enforce the law as I find tt 
and my friends will find that the same law 
is made for rich and poor alike. When the 
capitaiists and the laboring men realize that 
there are certain elements binding them to. 
gether as brothers there will be less trouble. 


| Hopes for Better Era. 

“TI do not care to eritieise the eighteen 
months of bloodshed and strife that Colorado 
has utidergone, but I hope with the assist- 
ance of the people to bring about a better era 
of things. Matters have already improved in 
certain districts, especially in the Telluride 
district, where five of the mines Have been 
reopened with an sight hour seed for the 
men.“

CLOSES A LONG “RECORD.” 


Career of Violence Is Terminated by a 
Blow on the Head. 


» It ain't what I used to be; 

f It's what I am today. 

The stormy life of “ Major John Sampson, 
apostle of force in democratic politics, 
is believed to be drawing to its logical close 
at the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. His death 
apparently is destined to be as violent as his 
life. 

It never was meant that Johnnie’ should 
die like peaceful people, a group of his north 
side friends agreed yesterday. 

Sampson is partly paralyzed and delirious. 
Waking or sleeping, he talks ramblingly of 
the stirring incidents at primaries and polls 
in which he and the gangs of desperate men 
he led participated. It is said his reason 
has been impaired beyond recovery; and 
that his escape from death at this time would 
be an empty victory. 


Blow on Head “Does the Work.” 

An attendant at the hospital said yester- 
day that a blow on the head had “ done the 
work” for Sampson. On Oct. 26 the 
“major was in the employ of Joseph Han- 
reddy as foreman of a gang of Italian strect 
laborers, at work in Monroe avenue, near 
Sixty-first street. One of the workmen, Gus 
Panabas, did not move fast enough to please 
him. Sampson swore at him. 

“You can’t loaf on, me.“ he shouted. - 

The Italian said nothing. An hour later 
he crept up behind the foreman and struck 
him on the back of the head with his pickax. 

It was a glancing blow or it would have 
killed Sampson. As it was, it made him 
unconscious. The flat side of the pickax 
had inflicted a jagged wound near the base 
of the brain. Sampson was taken to the 
Englewood Union hospital.” 


Vainly Swears Vengeance. 

Two days later, when the “ major” 
turned to work, he discovered the Italian — 
been arrested by the police of the Woodlawn 
station on the day of the assault, but released 
by them “ for want of prosecution.“ 

Sampson was angry. He is said to have 
sworn to find the Italian and wreak personal 
vengeance, but the man had disappeared. 
The latter knew the kind of person he had to 
deal with. 

The collapse of the foreman began soon 
afterward. First he complained of dizziness. 
Then he gave up his work and retired to his 
dwelling at 126 Chestnut street. His friends 
saw him infrequently thereafter. He was 
taken to the hospital last Saturday. 


Forces Political Recognition. 

In the last few years of his politica: activity 
Sampson did not choose to be judged on his 
record. In 1900, when he secured the regu- 
lar democratic nomination for alderman of 
the old Twenty-thitd ward, forcing Mayor 
Harrison and other leading democrats to 
dome Out against him with an independent 
candidate, this was his campaign slogan, 
printed on cards announcing his candidacy: 

It ain't what I used to be; 
It's what I am today.“ 


Much He Wants Forgotten. 
Some of the reasons why the “major” 
wished the public to forget what he “ used to 
de were follows: 

In 1881 he was sentenced to one year’s imprison- 
ment in the Houses of Correction by the federal 
court for passing counterfeit money. 

In 1889 he testified in the first Cronin case against 
Daniel Coughlin that the ex-detective attempted

It was a common topic 
of saloon conversation yesterday. invaria- 
bly, where friends of the major discussed 
him, these were the sentiments: 

* Johnnie's not a bed fellow. He never for- 
got a favor.”

South Park Commissioners Will 


McKinley Monument

BROTHER MEMBER IMPALED. 


Had Promised to Pay for the Work of 
Art, but Is ** Too Slow.“ 


By a vote of Sto 2, the south park board yes- 
terday impaled Commissioner Daniel F. 
Crilly with a reproachful resolution regard- 
ing the commissioner's promise, made ver- 
bally and in writing long ago, to pay fora 
statue of William McKinley. 

Trustfully and suspecting no guile, accord- 
ing to the resolution, the board has gone to 
considerable expense in altering drives and 
walks in McKinley park to provide a site for 
the statue, and has made other preparations 
for its erection. These preparations have 
cost $18,021. 

Now the board chooses to wait no longer 
for Mr. Crilly to provide the money for the 
statue. The resolution, which ts circum- 
spect and carefully worded, does not say that 
Mr. Crilly has refused the money. That is 
left for inference. 


Will Erect Statue Anyhow. 

The resolution makes known, however, that 
at least the three members of the board who 
voted for it have hearkened to the prayers of 
the people of the McKinley park district for 
a McKinley statue. Therefore, the board 
itself will pay for the statue and see that it 
is put in place immediately. 

Later on, by its customary vote of 3 to 2, 
the board will authorize itself to collect from 
Mr. Crilly the money it expends.

Attack on Nov. 18 Repulecd. 

According to the Shanghai correspondent 
of the Morning Post the garrison at Port 
Arthur attacked the Japenese on the night 
of Nov. 18, but were driven back with heavy 
losses. The Japanese, it is said, have nearly 
finished the work that was designed to as- 
sist them in their attack on the forts. Furious 
firing was heard Tuesday evening. 

The Chefoo correspondent ot the Dally Man 
says the Rastoropny started from Port Ar- 
thur at midnight. The engines were run at 
full speed, but the destroyer was unable to 
make more than ten knots, owing to the big 
seas that swept the deck. The severity of the 
gale, added to the fear of pursuit, kept the 
crew under an anxious strain. The gunners 
did not leave their posts, and the commander 
remained on deck throughout the passage. 


Crew in High Spirits. 

The correspondent boarded the Rastoropny 
upon its arrival and found that its command- 
er spoke English. The other two officers 
and the crew of fifteen men looked strong, 
healthy, and in high spirits. They were wen 
clad and neat, but the interior of the vessel 
was dirty. 

The commander alluded to this 
ally, saying: We have had little time to 
clean up. The crew has been busily greasing 
torpedoes and torpedo tubes, anticipating a 
fight as we left the harbor."

BLOW UP OWN DESTROYER. 

CHEFOO, Nov. 164—The Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer Rastoropny, which arrived in 
this harbor from Pert Arthur this morning, 
was blown up by direction of its commander 
late this afternoon. 

The Russians, with the exception of one 
man, had left the destroyer during the aft- 
ernoon. This last man lit the fuses and 
blew up the vessel. 

There were three dull explosions which 
were scarcely discernible a hundred yards 
from the place where they occurred. Al- 
most simultaneously the Rastoropny sunk 
and settled on the bottom. A single spar 
marks ite grave. 


Feared a Jap Attack. 

It is impossible tonight to secure an en 
planation of the action ef the Rdssians, but 
it is believed that they were determined not 
to allow a repetition of the Ryeshitelni inci- 
dent. 

It was learned later tonight that the Ras- 
toropny carried sealed orders providing that 
unless there Game a highly favorable op- 
portunity to escape; the vessel should be 
blown up.

A ie only surmised that the dispatches 
must have been of tremendous importance 
to warrant the sacrifice of a warship for 
their delivery. There is no doubt that the 
destroyer was deliberately sacrificed. ‘ 


Fortress at Midnight. 

The Rastoropny sailed from Port Arthur 
at midnight and arrived at Chefoo seven | 
hours later, steaming rapidly and easily, 
speeding into the harbor like an arrow. 

The destroyer entered the harbor with a 
Muse box playing a sprightly air, and the 
savory odor of a breakfast steak apparent- 
ly testifying to the fact that Port Arthur 
still enjoys fresh meat. Later when the 
newspaper men were allowed on board the 
Rastoropny a quarter of beef was carefully 
placed where it was impossible to miss see- 
ing it. This apparently was meant to con- 
yey the impression that Port Arthur was 

and comfortable. 


The Russian destroyer came to er a 
few hundred yards abaft the United States 
cruiser New Orleans, flagship of Rear Ad- 
miral Folger, commander of the cruiser 
Squadron of the Asiatic fleet. The Chinese 
eruiser Haiyung raised steam within twenty 
minutes and came close to the Rastoropny. 
Capt. Ching of the Hatyung went on board 
and held a brief conference with Commander 
Pelem. 

‘Engign Wainwright, Rear Admiral Folger's 
ald, boarded the Rastoroptty immediately, 
but he and Capt. Ching were not invited to 
enter the Rastoropny's cabin, although the 
blizzard was cutting their faces. 


72 Told to Leave or Disarm. 

Capt. Ching notified Commander Pelem that 

twenty-four hours was the limit of the time 
he could remain armed at Chefoo, after 
which the Rastoropny would be compelled 
to disarm. 
_ ‘While the Chinese officer was on board the 
Russian sailors. who seemed to be healthy 
and carefree, continued greasing the torpedo 
tubes, which were loaded. 

Following the conference with Capt. Ching, 
the Rastoropny was moved further in, tothe 
old anchorage of the torpedo boat destroyer 
Ryeshiteini, where the Russian consul board- 
ed the Rastoropny endprongnt its dispatches 
ashore. 


Escape from Fortress Described. 

Commander Pelem ot the Rastoropny de- 
clined to make more than a brief, perfunctory 
statement. He said: 

„ left Port Arthur at midnight, in a blind- 
ing snow storm. The boat was navigated 
through all the dangers of floating mines 

‘without a mishap. On reaching the open 
ben we saw a Japanese cruiser and some 
torpedo boats in the distance, but we were 
steaming rapidly through the storm, with 
lights extinguished, and passed them unno- 
tieed. We reached Chefoo without mishap 
of any kind.“ 

Commander Pelem was optimistic with ref- 
erence to Port Arthur. He declared that all 
the forts remained in Russian hands and that 
the garrison was confident and in good 


The Russian officers were equally reticent, 
but they said that the condition of Port 
Arthur is as good as it was two months ago. 
They also denied the report that the Russian 
armored cruiser Bayan had been sunk, 
though they admitted that a shell damaged 
. its engines, which are being repaired. Rus- 
sian cruisers, they said, come out of Port 
Arthur daily, the battleships remaining in the 
harbor. 
ST. PETERSBURG WAITS NEWS. 
ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 17,2 a. m.—There 
ia no official confirmation at this hour of the 
reported blowing up of the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Rastoropny at Chefoo. 
The understanding at the admiralty had 
been that the vessel would be hauled up on 
shore to prevent a repetition o. the Rye- 
shiteini affair, and that it would be disarmed 
in regular course. 
Gen. Stoessel’s report has not been given 
out, but it is understood that it contains no 
request for instructions regarding the sur- 
render of Port Arthur.

Korotkiewitch, a woman who served valor- 
ously in many fights at Port Arthur, until 
death closed her strange career. 

The Novi Krai gives many details of the 
adventures of the woman which go to make 
the story one of unde ubted authenticity. 
The husband oi Haritena Korotkiewitch 
was serving at Port Arthur. In endeavoring 
to join him she was stopped at Harbin and 
was not allowed to proceed further, owing to 
her sex. She then donned masculine attire 
and succeeded in reaching Port Arthur 
shortly before the landing of the Japanese on 
the peninsula of Liaoctung. 


Enlisted in Husband’s Regiment. 
Finding her husband’s régiment she en- 
listed in it. She participated in numerous 
sorties and in the defense of the forts, and, 
although her sex was soon discovered ber 
record for bravery, tirelessness, and atten- 
tion to the wounded, and the excellent moral 
influence she exerted over the soldiers, who 
never swore in her presence; 


While fighting side by side with her hus- 
band the latter was wounded. His wife 
nursed him until the crisis in his case was 
passed, when she returned to the front, where 
she became the messenger to Capt. Gouza- 
kofiky of the Thirteenth regiment. In the

LIBAU, Russia, Nov. 16.—The second divis- 
ion of the Russian second Pacific squadron 
sailed today. It consists of the cruisers Oleg 
and Izumrud, the auxiliary cruisers Kuban, 
Terek, and Orel, the cruisers Rion and 
Dnieper (formerly the St. Petersburg and 
Smolensk), and the torpedo boat destroyers 
Liany, Rezity, Gromki, Grozny, and Prozor- 
livy.

CHEFOO, Nov. 16.—The Port Arthur news- 
paper, Novi Krai, of Nov. 11, copies of which 
were brought to Chefoo this morning by the 
Russian torpedo boat destroyer Rastoropny, 
prints brief details of a daring exploit which 
resulted in the sinking of a four funneled 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyer. 

Securing a steam launch from the battle- 
ship Retvisan, one carrying a torpedo tube 
and accompanied by half a dozen volunteers, 
Midshipman Dimitrieff in the darkness 
slipped out of the harbor and succeeded in 
evading the Japanese searchlights.

AMERICAN ENVOY THERE. 


Monarchs Celebrate Signing of 
‘Treaty of Arbitration by 

Pledges of Good Will. 


LONDON, Nov. 16.—The state banquet at 
Windsor castle tonight, in honor of King 
Charles and Queen Amelie of Portugal, 
equaled in brilliancy the previous magnifi- 
cent functions at which Huropean rulers have 
deen the guests of Great Britain's reigning 
monarchs in the historic St. George's hall. 

The guests, numbering 166, included mem- 
bers of the royal family, foreign representa- 
tives at the court of St. James, cabinet min- 
isters, leaders of the opposition, military and 
naval officials, and others prominent in the 
highest circles of Great Britain. : 

The ‘banquet was served on one long table. 
King Edward sat the center, with Queen 
Amelie at his right, and further to the right 
were the prince of Wales, the duchess of 
Argyle, Paul Cambon, the French ambassa- 
dor; the duchess of Connaught, Count Wolff- 
Matternich, the. German ambassador, and 
Princess Victoria of Schleawig-Holstein. 


American Ambassador There. 

On King Edward's left were Prince Arthur 
of Connaught, Princess Christian of Schies- 
wig-Holstein, Ambassador Choate, Prince 
Louis of Battenberg, Masurus Pasha, the 
Turkish ambassador, and Princess . 
Augusta of Schleswig- Holstein. 

King Charles, with Queen Alexandra atti 
‘left, sat opposite King Edward. At King 
Charles“ right. were Prince Christian of 
Schleswig- Holstein. tue princess of Wales, 
Duke de Mandas, the Spanish ambassador; 
Princess M t of Connaught, Princess 
Beatrice of Battenberg, and the duchess of 
Portland. 

At the left ot queen Alexandra were the 
duchess of Connaught, Princess Victoria of 
Wales, Sig. Panga, the Italian 8 
and Princess Vietoria Patricia. 

Masses of Gold Plate. 

At either end of the hall great masses of 
celebrated gold plate were piled under hun- 
dreds of electric lights, and the guests 
formed an avenue of the most brilliant color- 
ing, flashing and sparkling with fabulous 
wealth of jewels.

King Edward in a felicitous speech ex- 
his own and the queen’s thanks and 
gratification for the visit, recalling the hearty 
welcome he himself nad received at Lisbon 
last year.

It dates back a long 
period, nearly 700 years ago, when the first 
treaty between Portugal and England was 
made in the reign ot Edward I. About 100 
years later a treaty was made at Windsor, 
and.I am glad to think that this day a treaty 
of arbitration has been signed here. Long 
may the good feeling continue which now

cause of humanity and for The maintenance 
of peace.“ 

Royal Guest’s Reply: 

The company then drank to the healths of 
the royal guests, after which the king of 
Portugal sald: 

“I am profoundly touched by your maj- 
estys speech. I thank your majesty in my 
own name and in that of my queen for your 
most cordial and hearty reception, which we 
most sincerely apprectate. The words you 
spoke at Lisbon, which now have become his- 
toric, have touched the hearts of all my sub- 
jects.

New York, Nov. 16.-{Special.]-—Miss Annie 
8. Peck, the mauntain climber, arrived today 
from Colon on the Panama railroad com- 
pany’s steamship Advance. Her face was 
bronzed and she had the bearing of an ath- 
lete after an experience of five months 
among the South American peaks. Among 
Miss Peck’s feats was the ascent of Sorata, 
the Bolivian mountain whose height is vari- 
ously estimated at from 20,000 to 25,000 feet, 

Miss Peck, who is a Chicago girl, said she 
did not reach the summit of either peak, but 
that she got within 600 or 800 feet of the top 
of Sorata, which, from Sir Martin Conway's 
description, is a greater height than that 
attained by Sir Martin, and therefore is a 
new record. Miss Peck went 19,000 feet up 
the east slope of Huascaran and 18,000 feet 
up the west side, which excels the best pre- 
vious marks on both sides by at least 1,000 
feet. The daring climber is greatly pleased 
a, her success and Also is enthusiastic over 
the scenery, people, and things of interest 
which she saw in South America. .

Although Miss Peck was on Sorata for five 


days in August she thinks she might have 
reached the summit had not men 
of her party refused to goa r on 
account of the danger. At the height 


they reached they were obliged to climb 
fey slopes. Once Miss Peck found herself 
at the brink of a dangerous crevasse and 
the man who should have been attached to 
the other end of the rope was so frightened 
for his own safety that he let go, leaving Miss 
Peck without a safeguard. In this elimb the 
party spent the nights In tents. The temper- 
ature at the highest altitude they reached was 
20° below zero. 

Miss Peck had intended to climb the Boliv- 
lan voleano Sehama, but on account of its 
uninteresting. surroundings and her lack of 
time she went back to Perus for the ascent 
of Huascaran. From Lima she went over the 
range of the black Cordelleras into the Huayl- 
las valley to Yungay, at the foot ot the moun- 
tain, which she reached early in October. The 
scenery in this valley, Mises Peck said, is the 
most beautiful she ever has seep in all her 
travels about the globe. 


Encounters Many Difficulties. 

The ascent of Huascaran was moge difficult 
than that of Sorata, because it is steeper and 
involved some most difficult snow climbing. 
Her difficulties were increased by the fact 
that the rainy season had just set in. At the 
Labyrinth crevasses the men again refused 
to go higher, and Miss Peck agreed with 
them that to proceed farther vould be reck- 
lessly dangerous.

It certain men 
take the chance, at a time when a certain city 
or town is in the infancy of its development, 
of building a traction system, enlarging it 
as the growth of the community demands, 
and putting thousands upon thousands into 
the venture, I candidly believe those men are 
entitled t6 make their money in after years 
without the fear that within a limited period 
they will be deprived of the result of their 
enterprise and see their property taken by 
the municipality at a ridiculously low figure."

; Tones Down Resolution. 

Dr. V. H. Podatata of the Dutining institu- 
tion made the report of the committee on 
the care of epileptics in which the estab- 
lishment of a colony by the state is urged 
as of extreme necessity.

CANAL BOARD TO | ISSUE BONDS. 


Decides on $1,500,000 Loan in Prepara- 
tion for Verdict in Condemne- 
‘ tion Case. 


The drainage board yesterday afternoon 
voted to issue $1,500 000 new 4 per cent bonds 
which will be sold in thirty days. The bonds 
will be dated Jan. 1, 1905, and one-twentieth 
of them will mature annually for twenty 


years. 

Explaining the issue President Carter said: 

“Tf a verdict should be returned in the 
Penneyivamia condemnation suit which the 
trustees wish to settle immediately, the pay- 
ment of thie sum would practically deplete 
the treasury by Jan. 1. and the result would 
be that the water power development would 
be delayed. To meet this contingency an- 
other issue of bonds is necessary at this 
time.

Of the marquise the dignitaries said little. 


| Cardinal Gibbons asked to be excused from 


saying anything, but Archbishop Ryan au- 
thorized the statement that no reply from 
Rome as yet had been received to the cable- 
gram of Mgr. O'Connell, the rector ot the 
university, asking for information on the 
subject. The archbishgp put little credence 
in a published statement that because of the 
progovernment feeling of the marquise’s 
husband in the matter of the expulsion of 
the religious orders from France he had in- 
duced her to renounce the Catholic faith. 


Wait to Hear from Rome. 


One of the members sald that the board is 
opposed to having any member quoted in re- 
gard to the marquise’s case.

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Intended Victim 
of Court Murder. | 


After attempting to murder his wife, her 
sister, and his infant son, in the West Chicago 
avenue police court, yesterday morning, 
Charles Shyck turned his revolver upon aim- 
self and committed suicide. 

Shyck, who was 35 years old and a saloon- 
keeper at 585 Holt street, was to have been 
arraigned on a charge of assault made by his 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Lillie Sanborn, who in 
court held his son, Harry, 2 years old. His 
wife, Mrs. Carrie Shyck, was sitting beside 
him, as was Mrs. Sanborn. 

Just before the case was called Shyck sud- 
denly arose and fired at his wife. The bullet 
missed her and struck his son in the right 
hand. Mrs. Shyck fell in a faint. Apparent- 
ly thinking he had killed her, Shyck turned to 
Mrs. Sanborn, but she, too, had fainted, fall- 
ing with the baby to the floor. It is believed 
Shyck thought he had murdered all three, 
and when spectators rushed up he placed the 
revolver in his mouth and killed himself. 

The shooting caused a panic in the court.

BIG LABOR WAR 


Trouble Between Furniture 
Manufacturers and Driv- 

ers to Start It. 
ALL TEAMSTERS TO JOIN. 


Employers’ Association Supposed 
to Be Backing Fight on 
Signed Scale. 


Strained relations between twenty big fur- 
niture manufacturers and their drivers are 
expected to reach a crisis today and both 
employers and employés are anxiously 
watching for a move which may precipitate 
a great struggle between the Chicago Em- 
ployers association and the teamsters’ 
unions of the city. 


The situation, which has been serious for | 


three weeks, became more grave yesterday 

when the Furniture Manufacturers’ associa- 

tion failed to comply with the demands ot the 
drivers’ union for signed wage contracts for 

the coming year. Three conferences of the 
manufacturers were held, the last one end- 
| ing late at night, without definite results. 

- Becrecy surrounded the councils of the em- 
ployers. The only member of the association 
wh would jalk, A. P. Johnson of the Johnson 
Chair company, expressed an opinion which 
added to the suspicion that the furniture 
men were preparing for a war on tho union 
organization. 

Looks tor a Fight.

All the other 
teamsters’ unions, however, are watching 
closely the attitude of the furniture manu- 
facturers, inasmuch as twenty-five other 
unions will be attempting to secure signed 
contracts from their employers within the 
next two months.

AGED MINISTER NEAR DEATH. 


The Rev. Moses Smith, Chicago Pastor 
in 1869, Critically Il at 115 
South Leavitt Street. 


The Rev. Moses Smith. a pioneer minister 
of Chicago. is near death at his residence, 115 
South Leavitt street. Mr. Smith is 74 years 
old, and his illness is due to exhaustion. 

In 1869 Mr. Smith came to Chicago as pas- 
tor of the Leavitt Street Congregational 
church. In 1874 he was called to Jackson,

Elections of Officers of Campaign Clubs 
in Each Section of the City Will De- 
termine the Mastery—Old and New 
Leaders Prepare for Contest — De- 
neen Forces Win Far Reaching Vic- 
tory Over Lorimer-Hanecy-Jamie- 
son Combination. 


The contests of the bosses that marked the 
republican precinct club elections Tuesday 
night were only light skirmishes compared 
with the rea] struggies for mastery that will 
take place a week from next Tuesday at the 
ward club elections. The precinct elections 
gave hints of the alignment of the forces, and 
already the leaders are forming for the fray. 

The outcome of the ward club elections is 
looked upon as establishing the drift of polit- 
ical power in the different quarters of Chi- 
cago. While all day yesterday the Blount 
and Moxley factions in the Thirteenth and 
Twentieth wards were claiming the victory 
by a small majority of precincts, both were 
making plans to capture the ward organiza- 
tions. Each faction will have a number of 
precinct contests to file with the ward execu- 
tive committee. It is likely there will be ap- 
peals to the ward clubs, then to the county 
executive committee, and finally to the full | 
county committee. 


Big Vittory for Deneen Men. 

The day served te impress the leaders that 
the Deneen forces had won a far reaching 
victory. The influence of the Lorimer- Han- 
ecy-Jamieson following was objiteraied in 
some spots and decreased in others. Leaders 
of the old organization will make a last des- 
perate stand around Jamieson when the pres- 
ident of the Sixth Ward club is elected, 
County Committeeman John R. Thompson 
announced he had won the precinct fight, 
but this is disputed. 

Judge Hanecy, it appears, came off better 
than any of the other members of the Lor- 
imer crowd, but there are signs of a hard 
fight on his faction for control of the Second 
Ward club, Noble B, Judah will be the Han- 
ecy candidate.

When the southern states ceaseto 
be a unit on na tional questions the north will 
recognize the signs of a healthy political life, 
and will overlook the overt epresentation of 
that part of the union. 

There will be no legislation which the 
south can call unfriendly, and it will be let 
alone in the settlement of its loca] prob- 
lems if it will begin to think for itself politi- 
cally instead of allowing the national con- 
vention ef one party to tell it what it shall 
believe and for whom it shall vote. 

If the south shall keep on in its old way 
then assuredly the day will come when the 
north, unmoved by protests or threats, will 
put an to the anomalous position of the 
blacks of the’south. It will say that if they 
are not to vote they must not be counted 
as a part of the basis of representation. 
That will be logical, constitutional, and 
equitable. 


BEATEN BREEDS. 

In an article in the Independent on the 
“Value Rank of the American People” 
Mr. Edward A. Ross looks with some con- 
cern on the flood of immigration which now 
“taps lower human levels than the earlier 
tide.” He thinks that the immigrants from 
Croatia and Dalmatia, Sicily and Armenia, 
even though they catch step with us, will, 
nevertheless, impede our progress. He 
speaks of them as the “ beaten members of 
beaten breeds.” 

This is much the same kind of talk that 
was heard when the Irish immigrant came 
to this country in such swarms as to alarm 
the “ thoughtful student” of race destiny. 
It might have been heard when train loads 
of Scandinavians were pouring into the 
west. Now the complaint is that they have 
ceased to come, and they are spoken of as 


tion.” The Jew might have been considered 
a “ beaten member of a beaten breed,” but 
the “ typical American now finds his clos- 
est rival in business, professional] life, and 
art in that same beaten breed. As to the. 
Armenians, place a native American, even 
a simon pure Yankee, in the same conditions 
which the Armenian finds himself in when 
he arrives here and the chances are about 
one to three that he will be outstripped in 
business by the beaten member from the 
lower human level.” 
The country need feel no great alarm from 
the present immigration from southern Eu- 
rope. The wonderful transformation which 
the beaten breeds undergo when they have 
half a chance to show their mettle, and the 
dissipation of all the former fears over simi- 
lar conditions which Mr. Ross now observes, 
should make the Anglo-Saxon American 


immigrants. Especially when schools are 
more plentiful than ever and Americanizing 
influences more potent than in former times. 


THE FLOWER SHOW. : 


One need not be an expert in horticulture 
to enjoy the flower show. Nor does he 
have to be a connoisseur with an eye care- 
fully trained in the subtleties of color. It 
is not the eye or the nose alone which in- 
terprets the flowers. Those organs are es- 
sential, but they are not the sole equipment 
necessary to an understanding of plants and 
flowers. The same faculties which interest 
man in his fellows and in life generally will 
make a visit to the show profitable. The 
philosopher especially should go there. 

For as one ‘wanders among the flowers 
and notes their infinite variety they gradu- 
ally assume character and personality, tem- 
perament, ambitions, whims, and moods as 
sub as the human kind itself. They seem 
to the gamut of life and each to represent | 
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and aristocracy, in which the native traits 
are carefully guarded from contamination 
with vulgar blood; there are the hybrids, the 
result of selected inter- marriage between 
noble but rival houses; there are hardy out- 
door work-a-day toilers in gardens; and 


there are hothouse, pampered votaries of 


idleness ‘with no sense of the value of a 
dollar. Some flowers are so strangely modi- 
fied that their humble ancestors could 
scarcely recognize them, or would care to if 
they could. Parasites and grafters are 
there; dwellers of the tropics, denizens of 
the cold north. 

There are chrysanthemums which are 
fluffy and frouzy, with their hair in their 
eyes, excitable, loquacious, telling all they 
know; others are tidy and immaculate in 
coiffure, reserved, wrapped in self-commu- 
nion. There is Mme. Cahuzac and Merza, 
white as polar snows, grand dames before 
whom the hat is instinctively removed. 
There are blushing brunettes with red or 
bronze complexiong; yellow blondes which 
shade either lighter or darker than Maj. 
Bonnaffon; delicate pinks, either darker or 
lighter in tone than Viviand Morel. 

With all the luxuriant colors of the or- 
chids they are yet pathetic with the fatal gift 
of beauty. While they breathe the romance’ 
of southern skies, casement windows, and 
moonlight elopements, there is a touch of 
tragedy lurking about that “ beauty too 
rich for use, for earth too dear,” which 
brings to mind the ill-fated passion of Juliet 
for her Montague. Flowers like orchids are 
apt to experience sooner or later some sad 
awakening from love’s young dream.

ORD ARDEE, who has just arrived 
here for a prolonged visit, is the eldest 
son and heir of Lord and Lady Meath, 
his father, besides being the head of 
the illustrious house of Brabazon, en- 

joying the reputation of being probably the 

most useful member of the upper house of 
the British legislature at Westminster. Both 
the earl and the countess, as well as their 
younger son, the Hon. Arthur Brabazon, 
are frequent visitors to the United States, 
where they have friends sufficient in 
number to insure a warm welcome to Lord 

Ardee, who is by profession a soldier and un- 

married. 

Lord Meath and his countess have origin- 
ated and organized no end of philanthropic 
enterprises. Among these are the Young 
Men's Friendly society, the Girls’ Friendly 
society, each of which has a membership of 
over 50,000; the Ministering Children’s league, 
with its membership of 100,000 pledged to do 
at least one act of kindness a day and main- 
taining a large number of homes for desti- 
tute children; the Society for Physical Edu- 
cation, the so-called Metropolitan Public 
Gardens association, the object of which is 
to convert plats of waste ground, gloomy 
churchyards, and desolate squares in Lon- 
don into cheerful playgrounds and shady 
gardens for the benefit of the poor; 
the 
in Business, the Brabazon employment 
scheme, which finds congenial occupa- 
tlon for those old crippled or infirm 
inmates of workhouses who are re- 
ported as past work and are given over to 
Lord Meath's society to save them from dy- 
ing of inertia; the society for providing 
trained attendants in workhouses, the 
Meath Homes of Comfort for Incurables and 
Epileptics, and heaven only knows how many 
other societies besides. 


Lord Ardee, who is a subaltern of the 
Grenadier Guards and who distinguished 
himself ih thé war in South Africa, is actively 
interested in these societies, many of which 
have ‘branches in this country. While the 
headquarters of all these philanthropic en- 
terprises is at the earl's town house in Lan- 
caster Gate, London, his ancestral home is 
at Killruddery house, near Bray, in county 
Wicklow, whence Sir Walter Scott, a fre- 
quent visitor at Killruddery, took his idea 
of the novel of St. Ronan’s Well.” 


Lord Meath, who has served in the diplo- 
macy in his country as well as in the army, 
is descended from Jacques le Brabason, 
surnamed “the great warrior,” who, one 
of the principal eutenants of William the 
Conqueror, has his name recorded on the 
roll of Battle Abbey. The wife of the fourth 
Earl Meath was the Countess Doll of 
Dean Swift, whose humorous epitaph on her 
and her second husband, Gen. Richard 
Gorges, entitled Doll and Dickey,” is well 
known. 

Lady Meath is a daughter of the eleven 
Lord Lauderdale, a famous admiral in his 
day, and only distantly related to the pres- 
ent and thirteenth earl of Lauderdale, whose 
eldest son and daughter-in-law, the Viscount 
and Viscountess Maitland, have just arrived 
in this country. The eleventh and twelfth 
earls left all the property at their disposal 
away from the title, so that the present 
earl, who won distinetion both as a soldier 
and as a political agent out in India, is far 
from being well of. | 

Viscountess Maitland, the daughter of an 
eminent judge, is a clever miniaturist, earns 
a considerable income by painting minia- 
tures, and has, it is said, come to the United 
States, partly in connection with orders 
which she has received for the painting of

The earl of Lauderdale recently came quite 
prominently before the public in connection 
with his claim to act as hereditary standard 
bearer of Scotland at the coronation of King 
Edward. The claim was not allowed by the 
coronation court of claims, but has since 
been awarded to the earl by the Court of 
Sessions of Scotland as the descendant and 
heir of the third earl, of Lauderdale, upon 
whom King Charles II. conferred all the 
honors and estates of the earl of Dundee, 
these honors including the hereditary office 
of standard bearer.

King Edward, who always plays bridge 
after dinner, never permits more than six 
penny points at Windsor, Sandringham, and 
Buckingham palace. He does not, however, 
consider it necessary to adhere to this limit 
wiien he is playing at the houses of other 
people, and at Sir Ernest Cassel's (who, by 
the way, is now in- this country) shilling 
points are customary when the king dines 
there.

It was 
put up for auction last July and bought in, but 
shortly will come under the hammer again, 
and unless some steps are taken to prevent 
it the land will be cut up into building lots 
and the house demolished. 

Yet Merton deserves a better fate. For 
it was there that Nelson entertained his 
captains and his friends. Against its man- 
telpieces he was wont to lean when dis- 
cussing past experiences and fut plans 
with them, and the staircase is the one up 
which he flew to take a last fond look at 
his little daughter Horatia before he started 
off on his last journey to Portsmouth and to 
Trafalgar from the place which he described 
as his dear, dear Merton.“ There is stil] 
in existence in the grounds the long, broad 
gravel walk, stretching the whole length 
of the gardens and called by Nelson his 
** quarterdeck,’’ and the whole place is full 
of memories of Great Britain’s grandest 
naval commander, which are only relegated 
to oblivion owing to the fact that its as- 
sociations are mingled with those of Emma, 
Lady Hamilton, who played so important 
a role in the latter portion of his career. 
But while it is difficult to countenance this 
particular feature of his private life it is 
surely carrying the celebrated English 
prudery too far to permit Merton to be de- 
molished solely because Nelson permitted the 
lovely Lady Hamilton to act as its chate- 
laine. 


The duke of Manchester is once more up to 
his ears in financial trouble, and while a 
number of judgments have recently been re- 
corded against him, notably one by Wilton 
& Co., the London money lenders, suits are 
likewise being brought against the young 
duchess in the Dublin courts. Meanwhile 
the duke’s mother, Consuelo duchess of 
Manchester, is continuing to spend such 
large sums in entertainments and in the 
gorgeous furnishing of her new house in 
Grosvenor square in London that it is doubt- 
ful whether there will be much of the Fer- 
nando Yznaga fortune left for her son when 
she is gathered over to the majority.

OCIALISM. has been 80 often and 
widely confused and even confounded 
with other plans for the reform or 
revolution of industrial and political 
systems that a statement of what it 

is will perhaps be more intelligible if preced- 

ed by a statement of What it is not. 

It is not anarchy. The anarchist believes 
that’ each person is in all things rightfully 
his own sole sovereign, and that all authori- 
ty exercised over him, however mild. is an 
unmitigated evil; and he would ingfhediate- 
M overthrow and forever abolish every kind

of government. Socialists think, on the 
contrary, that union and organization of 
the people are needed to protect the indi- 
vidual and secure the best material and 
moral interests of society; and when they 
find an anarchist in their camp they kick 
him out. 

Nor is modern socialism the same as com- 
munism, although the two are much aliko. 
Under communism people would own a!l 
things in common. There are some things 
which, under socialism, would be owned by 
individuals. Socialists also indignantly deny 
that they favor paternalism. They declare 
that they do not want governments to help 
individuals or bodies of individuals, but 
that they want society so reorganized that 
every able bodied man and woman will have 
full and complete opportunity to help him 
or herself. 


— 

A Food many people have an idea that 
what socialists want is to dump the wealth 
of the world into a big pile and make an 
equal division of it. A poor man admitted 
to one of the Rothschilds that he was a so- 
cialist. Rothschild took a thaler (72 cents) 
out of his pocket and handed it to the man, 
saying: There is your share of the wealth 
of the Rothschilds” That 
banker’s idea of socialism. 

Socialists do not want all wealth seized 
by society and owned by its members in 
common or divided equally between them. 
What socialists do want is that all instru- 
ments for the production and distribution 
of wealth shall be taken over and owned and 
managed by the members of society collec- 
tively; that the wealth created by and with 
these instruments shall be apportioned in 
a more equitable manner than at present; 
and that, after it has been apportioned, the 
portion of wealth told off to each individual 
shall be his sole and absolute property. 
This is the essence of socialism. Regard- 
ing many other. principles socialists differ 
from each: other. . these principles 
they are all in accord. 

The first thing to be remarked in elucida- 
tion of this definition of real socialism is 
that it involves democracy of the extremest 
type. Not only are all public utilities to be 
owned by the people, but they are also to 
be man by the peoplé; and in order that 
the people may do this it is essential that 
they shall be entirely self-governing and 
sovereign. We find, therefore, that con- 
gistent socialists everywhere are opposed 
to every form of monarchy and to all re- 
strictions en the suffrage of persons of 
legal age, whether men or women, rich or 
poor; and they generally favor the initia- 
tive and referendum as they exist in Switz- 
erland. 

— 

But if the people are to manage all these 
great industrial utilities and manage them 
successfully, they must be more than per- 
fectly self-governing—they must also be 
highly intelligent. Socialists frankly recog- 
nize this, and they are everywhere ardent 
advocates of public schools. They believe 
that all children should be educated at pub- 
lic expense until they are 18 years old; many 
of them belicve that all children should 
have a chance to get a university education 
at public expense if they want it. Proper 
education of children is incompatible with 
child labor in industry. Therefore, all so- 
cialists are uncompromising opponents of 
child labor. 

It should be observed that socialists do not 
demand public ownership of all wealth.

The pressing indoor duties of which most 
of us have our share become easier and are 
better done when we can bring to them the 
freshened vigor we have gained outdoors.

Somebody— 

Has invented a variation upon the daintily 
embroidered covers for tumblers used in 
invalids’ rooms. 

They usually have had sprays of forget-me- 
nots or roses wrought on the white linen, and 
a ring covered with silk crocheted in single 
stich, pink or blue, to match the flowers, to 
lift them from the glass. 

The new way greatly increases the useful- 
ness when the cover is placed over a tumbler 
containing medicine which is to be given ac 
stated times. Cut from any art linen a circle 
half an inch larger than a circle of paste- 
board which is large enough to cover the top 
of a tumbler without fear of falling in; then 
draw a circle on the linen exactly the size of 
the pasteboard. 

With white silk work a row of buttonhole 
stitching, the straight edge just on the 
marked ine, the inner one irregular, so that 
its outlige will be waving. 

Within this stitching work the figures from 
one to twelve, seen in the face of a clock, and 
between these figures straight lines of un- 
equal length to represent the half and quarter 
hours, the half hour, midway between the 
figures, being longest, the quarter hours, 
placed between theefigures and half hours, a 
little less than half its length. 

A small brass hand is fastehed in the cen- 
ter of the circle with a brass or gilt button. 

When the whole is finished the linen is 
laid on the pasteboard, the edge projecting 
beyond the edge of embroidery basted se- 
curely on, a second circle of the same size 
also has a covering of the linen basted on in 
the same way, and the two are stitched to- 
gether with over and over stitch. 

Or, the second circle of linen may be basted 
on without the pasteboard linings, and 
hemmed down, but this is difficult to get done 
neatly, save for an unusually skillful seam- 
stress. 

By the use of this dainty little cover, not 
only are the contents of the tumbler kept 
free from dust and all impurities, but the 
nurse or patient can mark the hour when the 
last dose of medicine was taken, or set the 
hand to fix the time for the next. 


The Street Gown— 


Is never worn in the house, but is taken ot 


at once, shaken out of the window, and 
brushed. The waist is hung over a chair, 
turned inside out to air, and is inspected to 
see if collar or ruche is mussed or soiled. 

Skirts are never allowed to lie around on 
chairs, but are hung on two hooks, so that 
there shall be no creasing. When the waists 
are sufficiently aired they are folded away in 
drawers or hung om a wire frame. 

Within the last two or three years some 
clever devices have come into use by which 
the capacity of hanging closets can be dou- 
bled. 

If the depth of the wardrobe be great 
enough to allow of them two curtain poles 
in sockets are fastened at a height which 
will allow a long skirt to clear the ground. 

On these poles are put the wire frames used 
to hang coats on, and it is surprising how 
many skirts can be disposed of, arranged side 
by side, but sufficiently far apart to give each 
skirt plenty of room. 

Above these two curtain poles are two 
others, a yard higher up, for the waists, over

. All along the poles at regular intervals 
are put eyes, through which runs a cork that 
is also fastened to the knot on the frame, 
and then, in pulley fashion, the frames can 
be lowered or hoisted as desired. Keeping 
skirts and waists thus spread out Is a great 
help towards always having them fresh. 

A padding of some soft material can be put 
over the „ and a small sachet put 
therein to give a faint perfume, exceedingly 
faint. Tissue paper inserted Im the sleeves 
will keep them in shape, and if there is dan- 
ger of dust a covering of cheesecioth can be 
put over the waists. 

Evening waists are best kept in boxes, and 
must be most carefully covered and kept in 
shape with white tissue paper. The skirts 
of evening gowns should not be folded, but 
are best laid in long trunks or boxes, with 
white tissue paper between the folds. 

Bach and every hat should be kept ina hat 
box, and never put away dusty. Careful 
brushing every time the hat is put on or 
taken off keeps it looking fresh a surprising 
length of time. If feathers come uncuried 
they should at ence be recuried, and when 
flowers look mussy and frayed the edges 
must be Ummed with a sharp pair of scis- 
sors. The ends of ribbon bows require the 
same treatment. 

Boots, shoes, and slippers must always be 
put on lasts or stuffed with paper when not 
in use. A pair of boots put on lasts the mo- 
ment they are taken off retain their shape 
and wear twice as long as when thrown into 
a closet to curl up at the ends as they dry. 
Rubbers should not be put away muasy, but 
after they dry should be polished like boots. 

The small detaile of dress, such as gloves, 


Vell, ribbons, and handkerchiefs, must be 


kept in their respective cases and carefully 
watched, having occasional overhaulings and 
sorting outs. Veils with holes in them and 
frayed edges are an abomination to be classed 
with soiled ribbons and buttonless gloves, 
which it is better to go without than have in 
that condition.

REACTION IN QUOTATIONS FOL- 
LOWS EARLY TRADING. 


| Close of Business Finds Tone Easy, 
with, Some Issues at Lowest Prices 
ot Day—Steel Shares in Slump—No 
Real News to Account for Slump in 
Some of Rafiwaye—Rock Island 
Bonds Are Dealt In to ee 
Extent. 


(BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
New York, Nov. 16.—(|Special.]—The delay 
in restoring telegraphic service after the 
storm and fears of European complications 
were factors in shaping the character of 
stock market trading today. There was an 
early reaction, which was quite disappoint- 
The close was easy, with some stocks 
at the lowest of the day. 

The advance in the price of steel billets of 
91.50 a ton increased the selling pressure on 
steel and some of the other steel industrials, 

with resulting losses of a point or more. News 
of genera! conditions offered nothing to war- 
rant depression of values, The cangellation 
of over $1,000,000 of the intended gold ship- 
ment to Paris was announced, although most 
of this was 2 later in the day. 


The foreign trade ‘statement for October 
showed a decline of over $8,000,000 in the bal- 
ance in our favor with last October. 
But an increase in total value of exports 
of over $2,000,000 with the value of 
domestic exports alone lower 
$10,000,000 than last October, indicates a 
growth in exports of manufactures of about 
$12,000,000, In which the extraordinary move- 
ment of copper presumably figures. 

With total exports.of a value of 102.570.808. 
the October figures are lifted above those for 
any preceding month since October of 1000, 
with the exception of December last. The 
value of imports has also increased toa figure 
greater than since March of last year, thus 
reducing the balance in our favor for the 
month. But the foreign trade total for the 
month has mounted to an aggregate of $255.- 
000,000, not counting the movement of silver 
and gold which is in excess of any previous 
‘monthly total in weer years.

ANSWER CATTLE RATE CHARGES 


Witnesses for Railroads Explain at the 
Hearing Before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 


The hearing in . 
and shippers against the western and south- 
western roads before the interstate com- 
merce commission yesterday, brought out the 
fact that cattle rates from the rariches in the 
northwest were proportionately considerably | 
lower than from Texas points. J. M. Hanna- 
ford, vice president and general traffic man- 
ager of the Northern Pacific, explained the 
inequality on the ground of the strong com- 
petition of the Great Northern. Burlington, 
Oregon Short Line, Union Pacific, and Soo 
Line, with the Northern Pacific. 

Although it had beem understood that the 
Great Northern, and Northern Pacific 
were controlled by one interest (Hill), 
the witness asserted that each road 
acted independently in the matter of making 
rates. The cattle business in the northwest, | 
he said, had been decreasing during the last | 
seven or eight years, except in 1808, when 
there was an increase. The main cause for 
the falling off of live stock shipments, it was 
testified, was the tendency of the farmers to 
resort to wheat growing instead of cattle 
raising. finding the former more profitable. 

Mr. Hannaford's testimony showed that of 
last year’s earnings 3.4 per cent was from 
live stock, and of the claims paid for damage | 
4.5 per cent was on account of live stock 
persons in charge of shipments. 

“There has been no material increase in 
rates in the last five years, said the witness, 
“During the time our road was under the 
management of the Northern Securities com- 
pany there was no effort to effect changes. 

The forenoon session was occupied with the 
examination of J. W. Maxwell, assistant 
general superintendent. and C. E. Hale, traf- 
fic — r of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas road.

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RIGHARD FOX SAYS CHICAGO 


It Committee of Philanthropists Would 
Take Up the Problem, He Says, They 
Ceuld Betablish System end Uiti- 
mately Tern It Over to City Without 

Losing Money—Detects Still Exist in 

Both Redaction and Incineration 

“Chicago hasn't the slightest conception | 
of its garbage problem. 

These words were uttered by Richard T. 
Fon, Superintendent of the citizens’ street 
cleaning bureau, yesterday. 

“Tf the refuse of this city were properly 
handted it would supply power enough to op- 
erate several of the sewagé pumping sta- 
tions. There is a waste of 40 per cent of the 
garbage of Chicago by throwing on the dump 
every day stuff which in New York andother 

is sorted out and sold. 

„ Experience has taught me that as long as 
that department of the city which has to do 
with the disposition of garbage and cleaning 
of streets is under the control of politicians 
Just. 60 long will waste, unscientific and in- 
salltary methods prevail. I can suggest but 
one remedy, and that is that the whole prob- 
lem de taken over by a committee of philan- 
thropic citizens such as those backing this 
stPect cleaning bureau, who will rst re- 
des the whole matter to a scientific basis 


there would be a tendency to slight some 
things. But I am convinced that if euch a 
committee could be formed it coud in four 
yeare build and equip a plant that would do 
the work economically and it could then be 
turned over to the city as a going concern. 
It would require a large amount of money, 
but the committee could get its investment 
‘back from the city and could make the in- 
‘terest out of the operation of the plant.” 


‘ ‘Bad Odors with All Systems. 
Mr. Fox was asked to give his views on 
the comparative merits of the incinera ; 
and reduction methods of garbage A 
which are now being considered by the 
finance committee of the council. Before 
coming to Chicago he was in charge of the 
public service department in the borough of 
Richmond, in New York. 

Noether the incineration nor the reduc- 

tion method has proven an unqualified suc- 
cess in New York,” he said. The cre 
smatory has not been built that will not 
emit an offensive odor, arid the reduction 
Ir rendering plant is just as bad as those 
near the stockyards, which frequently pol 
lute the air of this city. But for the incin- 
ration process there is thie much to be said. . 
The offensive odors come from the vegeta- 
Die and animal matter, and in the garbage 
of all large cities that constitutes only about 
f or 10 per cent. 

“The best plan is to separate first the 
ealable refuse, such as old shoes, paper, 
botties;. iron, and what not, which in New 
York amounts to 4 per cent of the bulk. 
Then another separation fs necessary to re- 
move tlie garbage proper from the com busti- 
Die matter. This combustiiie matter when 
burned produces steam enough in New York 
to operate the separating plants, and I be- 
lieve they are now lighting the mun

MANY MEN WANT TO AID 
IN FRAMING NEW CHARTER. 


Subcommittee Swamped with Applica- 
tions—Ald. Alling Urges Mayor’s 

Term Be Increased to 4 or 6 Years. 

— 

There will be no dearth of talent for framing 
a new charter for Chicago. The subcommit- 
tee appointed to ‘secure the workers is 
swamped with suggestions, each member 
having received scores of applications for 
places on the commission. 
Up to yesterday noon Elbridge G. Keith had 
had the names of twenty-eight lawyers urged 
upoh his immediate consideration. Then he 
departed for the golf links to think it over. 
John M. Clark spent the entire morning re- 
ceiving friends of candidates, after which he 
escaped to the Chicago club. Bernard E. 
Sunny is out of town, but his desk ic a foot 
deep in a two days’ mail of significant import. 
It is not likely that the subcommittee will 
be able to report on the personne! of the com- 


mittee tomorrow afternoon. 

When the council state legislation commit- 
tee met in the morning Chairman Alling 
stated his views on the charter. Ne opposed 
having two branches of the city council, and 
said the mayor's term should be lengthened to 
four or six years, and the salary remain at 
$10,000 a year, or be increased to $12,000. If 
chosen for six years, he should be ineligible 
for re#lection, in Mr. Alling’s opinion. 

Instead of two aldermen for each ward 
Mr. Alling would have one. The ten county 
commissioners elected in the city, he said, 
should sit also as members at large of the 
council. Aldermen's salaries, he held, should 
be raised to $5,000, a “ living wage. 


their wards,“ continued Mr. Alling, with 
power to approve the expenditure of every 
dollar used in their wards for street cleaning, 
garbage collectiofi, and the like.“ 


SEES FIRE PERIL IN BAZAARS.. 


Arthur Hawxhurst Tells How Precau- 
tions Prevented Disaster, and 
Urges Care by Public. 


Chicago, Nov. 16.—{H@itor of The ‘Tribune. } 
A basaar has been held for the last twe 
weeks under the auspices of a prominent 
north side church, and my wife being a mem- 
ber I felt It my duty to investigate the possi- 
bilities of a fire, especially as the affair was 
to be held on the fourth floor ef an oid bulld- 
ing and would be attended largely by women 
and children. 

The conclusions arrived at were that great 
chances existed for disaster, and while this 
applies to all bazaars and other like hazards, 
I felt the danger to life was greatest here, 
owing to the distance from the street level 
and the absence of preventives. Conse- 
quently I took ft upon myself to advise with 
the priests in charge to point out the facts. 
They but laughed at the idea and answered 
tuére was no possibility of a fire, as every- 
thing in the way of light would be electric and 
heat would be by steam. 

Still, I persisted, and told them they should 
at least have a city fireman on duty, with fire 
extinguisher and pails of water handy, as it 
was the unexpected that always happened. I 
even went so far as to advise indirectly 
through a friend with the building and fire 
department, and told my wife if she were to 
attend our own extinguisher and some pails 
of water must at least be placed in her booth, 
and thie she had done. 

Everything passed off safely until last Fri- 
day evening, the night before the closing one, | 
when some one found they could get more i- 
lumination by Hghting an unused gas jet, 
and, in doing 80, fire was set to the uraperies 
around the booth, with the usual results. 

The only appliances on the premises were 
my extinguisher and the pails of water, and 
these were immediately thought of by those 
with whom I had been so persistent and who 
had laughed—were used by them to the ex- 
tinguishment of the blaze. Another dreadful 
Chicago experience was not repeated and all 
parties interested are now duly grateful. 

I am told this by those in charge, and I re- 
peat the incident for the benefit of that class 
known as “I did not know HM was loaded,“ 
hoping also that these good fathers and other 
ministers, from total immersionist to béeliev- 
ers In a “spritkiing system, who will hold 
bazaars. in the future, will remember that a 
peil of water on hand is az useful for the pre- 
vention of fire in this world as it will be for 
the next, and that it is but common sense and 


of it. . 

The fire losses in this country have grown 
to enormous long. Last year they 
were $160,000,000, This year they will be at 
least $240,000,000, and for the last twenty- 
nine years they have aggregated W. 870, 
000,000, the insurance companies reimbursing 
, to the extent of $2,000,000,000, but all con- 

tributed by the people of these United States 
who are now paying annually $190,000,000 
and who have also contributed since 1860 the 
enormous sum of $3,416,000,000 in premiums 
towards this tremendous ash heap, which 
represents not only the loss of materia) 
wealth but labor, brains, and progress of the 
nation. 

The president of the national board of 
underwriters, in his last annual address, telis 
us that “half of this waste is due to pre- 
ventable causes. The little incident given 
above is a sample, and as all great conflagra- 
tions have started from insignificant sources 
~Chicago being destroyed by the kick of a 
cow, Boston by a small fire getting a start, 
and, more recently, Baltimore by a cause not 
even discernible to firemen when entering 
the building in which the fire started—it be- 
hooves us to be most careful. While it should 
not be necessary to tell Chicagoans of the 
misfortunes attending fire, but lest we for- 
get.“ and as fires will be with us until the end 
of time, I call attention to this important 
matter and to the greater importance of not 
letting them get beyond incipiency by having 
the means at hand for their suppression, be 
it in business houses, or homes.
